fhe County Council has agreed that the Bar Hill Parish Council should be enlarged 
from five members to seven. Polling takes place on 7th June to fill the two new 
vacant places. Please use your votes and help strengthen the Parish Council.

Association and a member of the Church Finance Committee.

District Council 


This election will decide the first members of the new District Council, which 
will replace Chesterton Rural District Council in April 1974. The local ward 
consists of Bar Hill, Oakington and Westwick. There are two candidates: 

Clifford Bavester, of Mansel Farm, Oakington; Mr. Bavester is a farmer and is 
standing as an Independent. 

Chris Lakin of 22 Almond Grove, Bar Hill. ii. Lakin is an Assistant Secretary of 
the Royal Institute of British srchitects and is standing as a Liberal.

Parish Council Report 


Central Area Trafalgar House are holding back the application pending full dis- 
cussion of the Plan with residents. The Council is concerned about the failure 
to provide adequate land in the centre of the Village for public use. 

Trees The elm hedge beside Phase 3 has been replaced with trees and shrubs in 
accordance with a landscaping plan drawn up by the Trees and Woodlands Department 
at Shire Hall. The Council is asking for the dead willow trees in the Park to be 
replaced by other hardwood varicties. 

Planning Application Unit G of the Industrial Fstate: application received for a 
change to light industrial use. 

Precept/Rates The Council agreed to issue a precept for £2,300, the whole of the 
Rate Levy for 1973-74 and to put the money on deposit until needed. 

Street Marking The Council is pressing for clearer marking of the roads near the 
shops and the dual carriageway. 

Next Meeting The June meeting will be held on Monday, 4th June at 8 p.m. in the 
School. 


Damage _to Crops Mr. Searle of Proctors Farm, Dry Drayton has asked the Council to 
point out to residents that the only public right of way between Bar Hill and 

Dry Drayton is along the Drift. ‘There are no footpaths across or round the fields 
on cither side of the Drift. Anyone found walking on these fields could be 
charged with trespassing. In addition, these "green" fields are sown with cereals 
which can be damaged or destroyed as you walk over them. So please keep-.to the 
footpaths when walking around Bar Hill. (continued overleaf)

Unfortunately there are only two Public Rights of Way out of Bar Hill along 
which residents can freely walk: The Drift, starting by the School playing field 
and leading to Dry Drayton; and the path to Lolworth which is signposted from the 
perimeter road near the Park, across cultivated land to Lolworth Green. This 
second path can be walked if the walker keeps to the line of the path regardless of 
the growing crops. 

A map of these routes will be on display an the Council Notice Board.
